on the Ninth Plenum of the Fourth 
Central Committee of the Workers 
Party of Korea 


The Ninth Plenum of the Fourth Central 
Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
took place on June 25-26. 


The Plenum was presided over by Com- 
rade Kim I! Sung. 

The members and candidate members of 
the Party Central Committee were present 
at the Plenum. 

The members of the Central Auditing 
Commission of the Party, functionaries of 
the Party Central Committee and __ local 
Party organs, functionaries of factory and 
enterprise Party committees, chairmen of 
provincial, city, county, factory and enter- 
prise trade union committees and function- 
aries of Ministries and central organs were 
also present. 


The Plenum discussed _ the 
items of the agenda: 


following 


1. On Organising the Agricultural Work- 
ing People’s Union of Korea; 


2. On Improving and Strengthening the 
Work of Trade Unions. 


Comrade Pak Keum Chul, Vice-Chairman 
of the Party Central Commiltee made a 
report on the first item of the agenda and 
Comrade Kim Wal Ryong, Chairman ol 
the Central Committee of the General Fe- 
deration of Trade Unions, on the second 
item of the agenda. 


Many comrades took part in the discus- 
sions. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung made an import- 
ant speech at the meeting. 


Discussing the first item of the agenda, 
the Plenum pointed out that the founding 
of the Agricultural Working People’s Union 
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of Korea at the direct initiative of Comra- 
de Kim Il Sung is a wise step for meeting 
in good time the mature demand of social- 
ist rural construction in our country and 
constitutes an event of historical significan- 
ce in the development of the revolution in 
our country. 


Our Party has set forth correct ways and 
means of solving the agrarian question, 
most complicated and difficult one in soci- 
alist construction, and has been successful- 
ly carrying them out. 


Particularly, the “Theses on the Socialist 
Agrarian Question in Our Country” adopt- 
ed at the Eighth Plenum of the Fourth 
Party Central Committee scientifically elu- 
cidated the basic principles and practical 
ways for the socialist rural construction in 
our country and for the final solution of 
the agrarian question under socialism. 


Today it is a major guarantee for the 
successful implementation of the tasks set 
forth in the theses to further strengthen 
the fighting power of our Party organisa- 
tions in the countryside, continue to carry 
through the popular mass line of the Party, 
unite the working people in the countryside 
nore closely and to further enhance their 
revolutionary zeal and initiative. 


The Plenum pointed out that the Peasants’ 
Union set up by our Party after liberation 
has performed tremendous exploits in the 
struggle for building a new country and 
solving the agrarian question in our coun- 
try, upholding the line and policies of the 
Party. At the same time, the Plenum point- 
ed out that new realities of our socialist 
countryside demand the founding of a po- 
werful revolutionary and mass_ organisa- 
tion embracing the broad working people 


in the field of agriculture, including the 
co-operative farmers. 

The farm villages of our country have 
undergone a radical change, and the status 
and social role of the peasants have also 
changed. 

The peasants of our country have been 
tempered in the revolutionary struggle and 
their political awakening has been enhanc- 
ed as never before. 

The Party has dispatched workers, de- 
mobbed soldiers and technicians to the 
countryside and steadily expanded and con- 
solidated the ranks of activists in the coun- 
tryside. 

There has been established a new system 
of guidance in the countryside and a sys- 
tem of agrarian management and  admi- 
nistration. 


Proceeding from the demands of the new 
realities obtaining in the countryside, the 
Plenum decided to dissolve the Peasants’ 
Union of Korea and newly organise the 
Agricultural Working People’s Union of 
Korea. 

As is indicated in the resolutions of the 
Plenum, the Agricultural Working People’s 
Union of Korea is a transmission belt link- 
ing our Party and the working people 
engaged in agriculture, and a revolutionary 
mass organisation based on the principle 
of voluntariness of co-operative farmers as 
well as workers, technicians and_ office 
employees of state agro-stock farms and 
state organs, enterprises and work places 
serving the socialist rural economy. 

The resolutions of the Plenum stipulated 
that the basic duty of the Agricultural 
Working people’s Union of Korea is to step 
up the socialist rural construction and 
ensure the complete victory of socialism in 
the northern part of the country under the 
leadership of our Party and fulfil the tasks 
of anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic 
revolution and _ build  socialist-communist 
sociely throughout the whole country. 


The mest important tasks of the Agricul- 
tural Working People’s Union is to expedite 
the ideological, technical and cultural rev- 
Olutions in the countryside. 

The Plenum pointed out that the Agri- 
cultural Working People’s Union must 
firmly abide by the principle of giving top 
Priority to the ideological revolution, put 
forth the ideological education as the prim- 
ary task, strengthen in particular the 


work with the non-Party working people in 
the field of agriculture who are not memb- 
ers of the Socialist Working Youth League 
and educate and train them systematicallv. 

It is also stressed that technical and cul- 
tural education should be intensified among 
the working people in the countryside. 

The Plenum defined the immediate tasks 
of organising the Agricultural Working 
People’s Union of Korea. 


The Plenum stressed that the new Agri- 
cultural Working People’s Union of Korea 
will play a big role by rallying the broad 
working masses in the countryside more 
firmly around the Party in further streng- 
thening the revolutionary force of our coun- 
try and in accelerating the socialist rural 
construction and general socialist construc- 
tion. 


Discussing the second item of the agenda, 


the Plenum noted that the trade ‘union 
organisations have made great  achieve- 
ments in their work in the past. 

Under the direct guidance of the Party, 
the trade unions have rallied the entire 
workers, technicians and office employees 


closely around the Party, actively organis- 
ed and mobilised them to the struggle for 
the consolidation of the state and social 
systems and for the development of econo- 
my and culture of the country and greatly 
contributed to educating and remoulding 
them into men of a new communist type. 


The further upsurge in socialist construc- 
tion and the revolutionary duty of accom- 
plishing the cause of the country's unifica- 
tion make it incumbent upon us continuous- 
ly to consolidate the ranks of the working 
class, the leading class in our society, and 
further enhance its leading role in socialist 
construction. 

The Plenum noted that the organisational 
structure of the trade unions and their work 
should be improved and strengthened in 
conformity with the developing reality of 
our country. 

Trade unions are a social organisation 
aclive among the working masses and a 
trarsmission belt linking the Party and the 
working class. 

The basic task of trade unions under so- 
cialisn is to educate workers, technicians 
and office employees in a communist way. 

The Plenum pointed out that in the pre- 
sent time when socialist construction is 
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being pushed ahead in all fields, trade 
unions should devote their efforts primarily 
to communist education in order to conti- 
nuously consolidate the ranks of the work- 
ing class and enhance its revolutionary 
enthusiasm. 

Trade union organisations should further 
strengthen class education and education 
in the revolutionary traditions among the 
trade union members and, in particular, 
concentrate their force on the ideological 
educatoin of the trade union members who 
are not Party and youth league members. 

And trade union organisations should in- 
tensify technical and cultural education of 
the working people to raise their level of 
technique and skill and cultural standard. 

It is a revolutionary duly of trade unions 
to strive to ensure the growth of production 
under the people’s power in which the work- 
ing class has become the master of the 
country, the Plenum stressed. 

Trade unions should actively organise 
and mobilize the workers for the fulfilment 
of the production assignments given by the 
Party and the state, steadily raise labour 
productivity through intensified technical 
innovation drives and_ see to it that the 
workers voluntarily strengthen labour dis- 
cipline. 

The Plenum also stressed that trade 
unions should directly organise and carry 
out the work of labour protection with a 
sense of responsibility, organise and mobi- 
lise the workers to this work so as to make 
it the work of the workers themselves, and 
pointed out that they should wage, as one 
of their most important tasks, the struggle 


for taking good care of and _ economising 
state properties. 
The trade union organisations should 


meesure up to the requirements of the 
Party for strengthening the guidance of the 


Chullima work-team movement, the highest 
form of the socialist emulation movement, 
continuously extending and advancing the 
movement and raising its level one stage 
higher, the Plenum noted. 

The Plenum particularly emphasised that 
the Party committees of all levels should 
further strengthen the Party guidance of 
the work of trade unions, help them in 
every way to raise their business level and 
enhance the sense of responsibilily of 
trade union organisations. 

The attendants of the Plenum noted that 
the questions discussed would have enor- 
mous bearing on turning the northern 
part of the country into a solidly united red 
community and an unbreakable fortress for 
the unification and independence of the 
country and the Korean communist move- 
ment by consolidating the unity between 
the Party and the people headed by the 
working class and on further consolidating 
our socialist system. 

The Plenum expressed the firm conviction 
that the Party organisations of all levels, 
by strengthening the work of the Agricul- 
tural Working People’s Union of Korea 
to be newly organised, rallying the entire 
workers, technicians and office employees 
and co-operative farmers more closely 
around the Party Central Committee and 
Comrade Kim II Sung, and correctly organ- 
ising and mobilising them to the implemen- 
tation of the historical tasks set forth by 
the Fourth Congress of our Party, would 
bring about a new turn in the development 
of our revolution and socialist construction. 

After discussing an organisational ques- 
tion, the Plenum elected Comrade Ri Joo 
Yun as member of the Political Committee 
of the Party Central Committee and Com- 
rades Kim Chang Bong and Pak Sung Chul 
as candidate members of the same. 


STATEMENT 
of the Government of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea 


The Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea issued a state- 
ment on July 18 in full support of the just stand and proposition of the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam concerning the _ settlement of the 


Vietnamese question. 


Following is the full text of the statement: 


The Government of the Democratic Repu- 
blic of Vietnam issued a statement on July 
15 in connection with the tenth anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Geneva Agree- 
ments. 


The statement pointed out that the U.S. 
imperialists’ policy of aggression and war 
is precisely the root cause of the fact that 
Vietnam has not yet been unified till today 
when ten years have passed since the sign- 
ing of the Geneva Agreements on Indo- 
china and that South Vietnam has been 
converted into the field of bloody and pro- 
tracted war, and once again outlined a just 
way for settling the Vietnamese question. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea fully supports this 
stand and proposition of the Government 
of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. 

As everyone knows, the 1954 Geneva 
Agreements on Indochina stipulated the ces- 
Sation of military actions and restoration of 
peace on the basis of recognizing the sover- 
eignty, independence, unification and terri- 
torial integrity of Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos, and as for Vietnam in particular, 
they provided for realising its reunification 
by holding a general election throughout 
the country within two years after the sign- 
ing of the agreements. 


The U.S. imperialists, however, have 
consistently and openly undermined and 
violated these agreements in the past 10 
years from the first day of the signing ol 
the Geneva Agreements. 

The U.S. imperialists framed up the ag- 
gressive military bloc “Seato” right after 
the signing of the Geneva Agreements and 
arbitrarily proclaimed South Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia and Laos as its “protectorates” in 
order to turn Vietnam and the rest of the 
Indochina peninsula into their colonies and 
military bases directed against the countries 
of the socialist camp and against the na- 
tional-liberation movement. 


The U.S. imperialists cooked up their 
puppet regime in South Vietnam and fru- 
strated the general election for the reunifica- 
tion of Vietnam envisaged in the Geneva 
Agreements and took the road of perpetu- 
ating the partition of Vietnam. At the same 
time, they actively pushed ahead the pre- 
parations for the aggressive war and inten- 
silied the barbarous suppression of the peo- 
ple by illegally shipping into South Viet- 
nam a multitude of military personnel and 
quantities of military materials. 

The South Vietnamese people courage- 
ously rose up once again in the war of 
resistance for freedom, liberation and the 
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reunification of the country, unable to endure 
any more the daily aggravating sanguinary 
military-terror rule of the U.S. imperialists 
and their lackeys. 


To put down this just struggle of the 
South Vietnamese people, the U.S. imperi- 
alists set up even a U.S. Operation Com- 
mand in Saigon and are waging a large- 
scale “undeclared war” by directly hurling 
tens of thousands of U.S. troops, in addi- 
tion to the puppet army hundreds of thou- 
sands strong so far trained by them, and 
introducing modern combat equipment. 

U.S. imperialism is committing all sorts 
of criminal atrocities without hesitation, 
such as setting up the so-called “strategic 
hamlets” in South Vietnam, forcibly driv- 
ing guiltless inhabitants into them and 
butchering them at random and even spray- 
ing poisonous chemicals. 


However, with no brutal murder and sup- 
pression can U.S. imperialism subdue the 
heroic South Vietnamese people who rose 
up in a just resistance struggle in order 
not to become colonial slaves again. 


The South Vietnamese people, displaying 
peerless courage and heroism, have dealt 
blows to the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
at every step and landed them in an inex- 
tricable blind alley. 


Lately, the U.S. imperialists are running 
wild more desperately in an endeavour to 
recover from their political, military and 
moral defeats in South Vietnam and patch 
up their crumbling foothold of aggression. 

They are plotting to draw the “Seato” 
and “Nato” member states and other satel- 
lite countries into the South Vietnamese 
war and utilise the U.N. flag in camou- 
flaging their aggressive war as they did in 
Korea. 

They are augmenting military aid to the 
South Vietnamese puppets and reorganis- 
ing the Operation Command and hurriedly 
dispatching numerous reinforcements and 
combat materials to the area of Indochina. 
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At the same time, they are stepping up 
provocations and _ subversive activities a- 
gainst North Vietnam, while threatening to 
extend the war even to the Vietnam Demo- 
cratic Republic. 


Flagrantly violating the Geneva Agree- 
ments on Indochina, U.S. imperialism is 
intensifying intervention and subversive ac- 
tivities without letup in Laos and Cam- 
bodia as well. 


In violation of the 1962 Geneva Agree- 
ments on Laos, U.S. imperialism toppled 
the Laotian government of national union 
composed of the three groups and is trying 
hard to rekindle the civil war there. U.S. 
imperialism is continuously scheming to 
undermine the sovereignty and neutrality 
of Cambodia. 


All these facts graphically prove that the 
chief criminals creating a grave danger ofa 
new war in the Indochina peninsula today 
and menacing peace in Southeast Asia and 
the world are none other than the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors. 


U.S. imperialism is the main force oi 
aggression and war and the most truculent 
enemy of the world peace-loving peoples. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the entire Ko- 
rean people resolutely denounce the U.S. 
imiperialists’ acts of aggression and war 
provocation in South Vietnam and all other 
places of the world today as the most 
heinous criminal act before the whole man- 
kind. 

The U.S. imperialists must realize that 
with no act of extending war can they 
subdue the South Vietnamese people who 
have been tempered through a long-drawn 
struggle against the aggressors and are 
convinced of the justness of their cause and 
the certainty of their victory. 


The South Vietnamese people are enjoy- 
ing the firm support and encouragement 
of the North Vietnamese people and the 
unanimous support of the socialist coun- 


tries, national independent states of Asia 
and Africa and the peace-loving peoples 
the world over. 

Today the people of the Vietnam Demo- 
cratic Republic are scoring brilliant suc- 
cesses in socialist construction, rallying 
rock-firm around the Vietnam Workers’ 
Party headed by Comrade Ho Chi Minh. 

These successes constitute a great con- 
tribution to further consolidating the power- 
ful material guarantee for the peaceful re- 
unification of Vietnam and an encuurage- 
ment to the struggle of the South Viet- 
namese people. 

The entire Korean people actively sup- 
port the devoted labour struggle of the peo- 
ple of the Vietnam Democratic Republic for 
the victory of the cause of socialism and 
wholeheartedly wish them fresh success in 
their struggle. 

The Government of the Vietnam Demo- 
cratic Republic has made consistent efiorts 
in the past ten years for the strict observ- 
ance of the Geneva Agreements and their 
correct implementation. 

The invariable stand of the Government 
of the Vietnam Democratic Republic against 
the U.S. imperialists’ policies of aggres- 
sion and war and for the achievement of 
the peaceful reunification of the country is 
fully justified. 

Should the U.S. imperialists launch a 
reckless adventure of extending the aggres- 
sive war to the Vietnam Democratic Repu- 
blic, they will surely meet an ignominious 
defeat. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea considers that the 
only correct way of solving the question of 
South Vietnam under the present situation 
is to put into practice without delay the 


three-point conditions reclarified in the 
statement of the Government of the Vietnam 
Democratic Republic dated July 15. 

U.S. imperialism must stop the aggressive 
war in South Vietnam at once and withdraw 
its troops and weapons forthwith. The ques- 
tion of South Vietnam must be settled by 
the South Vietnamese people themselves in 
accordance with the programme of South 
Vietnam National Front of Liberation. 

The peaceful reunification of Vietnam 
should be realised in the spirit of the rele- 
vant programmes of the Vietnam Father- 
land Front and the South Vietnam National 
Front for Liberation. 


U.S. imperialism is the common enemy 
of the Korean and Vietnamese peoples. 

The Korean people who are fighting to 
drive out the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 
from South Korea and achieve the unifica- 
tion of the country regard it as their loity 
internationalist duty to extend positive sup- 
port and encouragement to the just strug- 
gle of the fraternal Vietnamese people. 

In the future, too, as in the past, the Ko- 
rean people will do everything in their 
power to support and encourage the right- 
eous struggle of the heroic South Vietnam- 
ese people for freedom, liberation, peace 
and neutrality and for the reunification of 
the country. 

The peoples of Korea and Vietnam who 
are loyal to Marxism-Leninism and _ prole- 
tarian internationalism will march forever 
shoulder to shoulder with each other in the 
struggle against the common enemy. 

The Korean and Vietnamese peoples will 
certainly win final victory in their just 
struggle.

of the Foreign Ministry of the Democratic

The Foreign Ministry of the D.P.R.K. issued a statement in connection with 
the fact that recently the U.S. imperialists are running wild all the more openly in 
their aggression and war against the Laotian people and aggravating tension in 


Laos. 


Follows the full text of the statement: 


Recently the U.S. imperialists are run- 
ning wild all the more openly in their ag- 
gression and war against the Laotian peo- 
ple and aggravating tension in Laos. 

Wantonly violating the Geneva Agree- 
ments on Laos, they arranged the so-cal- 
led Honolulu “strategy talks” on the South- 
east Asian question and then they are mov- 
ing warships belonging to the U.S. Seventh 
Fleet to the sea off Indo-China, dumping 
various kinds of weapons and military goods 
into Laos and mobilising the armed forces 
of Thailand and their other satellite coun- 
tries in this. 

What is more, U.S. imperialism which is 
scheming to wreck the implementation of 
the Geneva Agreements and the agreement 
of the three parties concerned, intruding 
into the air space of Khang Khay on June 
11 against the Laotian patriotic forces, 
went so far as to commit unhesitatingly the 
criminal bestiality of destroying numerous 
buildings and dwelling houses and killing 
guiltless people through their barbarovs 
bombings and strafings. 

These atrocities of the U.S. imperialist 
ogres are an act of armed aggression de- 
signed to infringe upon the sovereignty of 
Laos and unleash a large-scale war in Laos 
and a grave challenge to peace and security 
in Laos, Southeast Asia and the world. 
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The entire Korean people always stand- 
ing firmly on the side of the heroic Laotian 
people who are selflessly fighting to win 
the country’s peace and independence, neu- 
trality and national amity against the ag- 
gression of U.S. imperialism, sternly protest 
against and denounce with burning wrath 
the criminal deeds of U.S. imperialism a- 
gainst Laos and once again strongly de- 
mand that the U.S. imperialists discontinue 
forthwith their aggressive acts in Laos 
and get out of Laos, taking with them all 
the military personnel and lethal weapons 
they have brought there. 

To put an end to the current grave state 
of affairs created in Laos stands out as an 
urgent problem in ensuring the indepen- 
dence and peace of Laos and _ defending 
peace in Southeast Asia and the world. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea considers that for 
the early solution of the Laotian issue, a 
meeting of the fourteen participants of the 
1962 Geneva Conference should be conven- 
ed as soon as possible and aJl measures 
consistent with the interests of the Laotian 
people should be taken at an early date. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea also maintain that 
the two Co-Chairmen of the 1962 Geneva 
Conference should immediately take effec- 


tive meesures for curbing the aggressive 
undertakings of U.S. imperialism to 
expand the aggressive war in Laos. 

Should the U.S. imperialists continue 
their aggressive activities against Laos in 
defiance of the resolute demand of the 
Laotian people and the unbiased world 
public opinion, they must bear the full res- 
ponsibility for all the ensuing consequen- 
ces. 

The Korean people who are fighting to 
drive out the U.S. imperialist aggressive 
army from South Korea and realise the in- 


dependent peaceful unification of the coun- 
try will in the future, too, firmly stand on 
the side of the Laotian people and actively 
support and encourage their just struggle. 

The Korean people firmly believe that 
the Laotian people enjoying the unanimous 
support and encouragement of the world 
peace-loving peoples will certainly frustrate 
at every step the provocative acts of the 
U.S. imperialists and their lackeys and win 
ultimate victory.

No longer able to endure all these social 
evils and extreme hardship caused by U.S. 
colonial rule, and being inspired by the 
brilliant achievements of socialist construc- 
tion and the happy life of the people in the 
northern part of the country, the South 
Korean people are coming out actively in 
the anti-U.S., national-salvation struggle 
for the right to existence and democracy 
and for the peaceful unification of the coun- 
try without foreign interference. 

All the tricks and repression that the 
U.S. imperialist aggressors and _ their 
stooges who are facing a final collapse 
may employ, cannot check the just patriotic 
Struggle of the South Korean people who 
have risen up to demand freedom and libe- 
ration, a new government, a new life anc 
to save the destiny of the country and the 
nation from ruin.

Men and officers of the “ROK” army are 
refusing to obey orders of U.S. war-maniacs 
and their stooges, the traitorous clique in 
leading positions, who are attempting to 
force them to point their guns at their 
fellow-countrymen and suppress their pa- 
rents and brothers who are out to oppose 
U.S. imperialism and save the country.

“ROK” army, or will be promoted accord- 
ing-to their exploits; and units or sub-units 
which come over collectively will not be 
disbanded but will be posted in relevant 
units of the Korean People’s Army. 

4. In case they wish to’ study in school 
or conduct scientific research, they will be 
enrolled free of charge in schools or insti- 
tutes of their choice, and the state will 
issue relevant scholarship to them. In case 


they want employment, they will be sent 
io places of work of their choice. 


o. If they come over together with their 
families or if South Korean inhabitants 
come over to the North, they will be provid- 
ed with dwelling houses and other condi- 
tions for their living by the state, and all 
above-mentioned provisions will be applied 


to them. 


6. If even those who had served in the 
police and other organs of South Korea 
come over, they will not be asked about 
their past,. and all above-mentioned provi- 
sions will be applied to them. 

7. If soldiers of foreign aggressive troops 
stationed im South Korea ‘come over, ‘their 
living will be ensured and special benefits 
will be given to them. | 


8. The Military Committee of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea approves 
the attached “Standard on Awarding Pri- 
zes to Those Who Come Over to the 
North.”

Eighth Plenum of the same, attained great 
results in the fulfilment of the national e- 
conomic plan for the first half of 1964 by 
bringing about a new revolutionary upsur- 
ge in all fields of the national economy. 

In all fields of the national economy the 
Daian work system and the Chungsanr 
method have been further deepened and in- 
tensified, the planning of the national eco- 
nomy has been improved so as to display 
further the activeness and creative initia- 
tive of the masses and demonstrate the 
superiority of the socialist planned econo- 
my.

In the domain of electrical industry, the 
Kanggye Youth Hydro-electric, Power Sta- 
tion with a generating capacity of 246,000 
kva was commissioned, and the construc- 
tion of the Woonbong Hydro-electric Power 
Station with a generating capacity of 
400,000 kva and the Pyongyang Thermai 
Power Station with a capacity of 400,000 
kw was successfully pushed ahead. 

Besides, during the first half of 1964 the 
construction of many medium- and small- 
scale power stations including No. 2 Geum- 
gangsan power station, Boobang and Jai- 
jung: power stations, No. 1 Chungdan Power 
Station and Jamo Power Station made 
brisk -headway to accelerate rural electri- 
fication. 

Compared with the corresponding period 
of 1963, 140,000,000 kwh more of electricity 
was ‘produced in the first half of this: year 
to fully satisfy the growing demands of 
all branches of the national economy for 
power. 

Efforts were concentrated in the first half 
of 1964 on mining industry, the first pro- 
cess ol industry, with the result that its 
material and technical base was further 
consolidated. 

In the domain of mining industry 46 per 
cent more ol fund was invested in capital 
construction compared with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year, and many 
medium- and small-scale coal and _ other 
mines were opened. 

In the domain of mining industry, coal 
and -ore reserves increased rapidly thanks 
to the implementation of the Party policy 
on keeping the ratio of 5 to 5 between drill- 
ing and hewing in manpower, equipment 
and materials wilh a view to giving prece- 
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dence to the drilling. 

In the first half of 1964, 11 new coal 
mines including Sanghwa, Dongpo, Chang- 
pyvung, Bongchang were opened and 10 
projects of shaft-sinking were successlully 
carried on in sAoji, Kogunwon and_ other 
coal mines. | 

In the first half of 1964 galleries at the 
collieries were concfeted and reinforced tc- 
talling 39,000 metres, 15 per cént more 
than that in the corresporiding period of 
last ‘year, and by June this year coal re- 
serves increased by ~31 per cent compared 
with the corresponding period of last year. 

As against the corresponding period of 
1963, thanks to the improved technical 
foundation of the coltieriés, the mechaniza- 
tion level of coal and dirt haulage in and 
out of the pits rose by 6 per cent, that of 
coal and dirt loading at the drilling places 
by 2 per cent and that of transport at the 
faces by 9 per cent. - 

In the mining’ indtistry the technical 
equipment of the existing mines was fur- 
ther improved and néw mines were opened 
im’ an extensive way to mect the growing 
demands for orés. 

In the first half of 1964 the iron sulfide 
separating shop with an annual capacity 
o} 20,000 tons at the Sungheung Mine and 
the ore-dressing centre at ihe Booyoon Mine 
went into commission, and the central 
shait at the Holdong Mine and the  ore- 
dressing centre at the Manduk Mine went 
into partial operation. 

Besides, 18 new mines including Huchun, 
Hoiryung and Jungjoo mines were opened. 
As of the end of June ‘this year, ore reserves 
at the mines increased 2.1 times compared 
with the corresponding period of last year 
and the output of non-ferrous metal ores 
such as gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, etc., 
by 2 per cent. 

During the same period thanks to the 
improved technical equipment at the mines 
{he volume of ore mined per drill rose by 4 
ner cent and the mechanization level of ore 


and dirt transport in and out of the pits 
was raised by 7 per cent compared with the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 

In the field of metal industry the con- 
struction of the 400,000-ton blooming shop 
at the Hwanghai Iron Works and_ the 
50,000-ton seamless steel pipe shop at the 
Kangsun Steel Works is nearing comple- 
tion. 

In the metal industry elforts were  con- 
centrated in the first half of 1964 on fur- 
ther readjusting and replenishing iron- and 
steel-making furnaces, normalizing pro- 
duction, expanding the variety of structural 
steel and its standard goods and on rapidly 
increasing the production of secondary pro- 
cess goods. 

In the first half of 1964 the output per 
cubic metre of effective cubature of blast 
furnace increased by 10 per cent, the 
average steel output per square metre of 
the bottom space of open hearth in a 24 
hour shilt by 3 per cent and the rate of 
actual steel extraction of converter by 2 per 
cent as against the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Thanks to the technical improvement in 
the metal industry the output of pig and 
granulated iron increased by more than 
70,000 tons and that of steel by 44,000 tons 
as against the corresponding period of last 
year. 

During the same period 38 new _ kinds 
of steel products and 74 new standard 
structural steel were produced along with 
great quantities of various  small-size 
standard metal goods necessary for the 
production of daily necessities. 

During the same period the output of 
seamless steel pipe and wire rope increas- 
ed by 6 per cent respectively. 

In the first half of 1964 in the domain 
of machine-building industry the construc- 
tion of the large processing and assembling 
Shop at the Kiyang Tractor Factory and the 
Steel casting shop at the Ryongsung Ma- 
chine-building Factory was successfully 


pushed ahead. 

Machine-building industry further streng- 
thened its technical equipment and improv- 
ed co-operative production to produce equip- 
ment for agriculture, light industry, coal 
and other mines, as well as machines and 
equipment demanded by various branches 
of the national economy. 

It produced in the first half of 1964 many 
new products including 3,500-kva mercury 
reclifiers of the new type, 300-h.p. winches, 
compression moulders. 

In the first half of 1964 preparations for 


attaining the production level of 12,000 
trucks a year made headway and _ heavy 
trucks began to come out to accelerate 


agricultural mechanization. 

During the same period, in the field of 
chemical industry the chemical shop at the 
Hwanghai Iron Works went into operation, 
the construction of the synthetic ammonia 
shops at the Heungnam Fertilizer Factory 
and the Aoji Chemical Factory was accele- 
rated, the production capacity of the Chung- 
soo Chemical Factory, Soonchun Nitro-lime 
Fertilizer Factory and the factories under 
the Bongoong Chemical Industrial Manage- 
ment Bureau was raised. As a result, the 
preparatory work for increasing the produc- 
tion of chemical fertilizer to more than 1.5 
million tons within the coming 1-2 years 
was successfully carried out. 

In the field of chemical industry efforts 
were concentrated on the production of 
chemical fertilizers and agricultural medi- 
cines for the chemicalization of agriculture, 
as well as on the production of raw materi- 


als for light industry including chemical 
fibres and synthetic resins. 
In the first half of 1964 the technical 


equipment in the building-materials indus- 
try was further reinforced to produce 
80,000 tons more of cement compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. In 
the field of timber industry the timber 
output increased by 214,000 cubic metres 
thanks to the wide application of the method 
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of rotating felling, a concentrated produc- 
tion. 


In the field of light industry a struggle 
was widely unfolded with the powerful 
support of heavy industry to produce div- 
erse items of daily use in a big way and 
decisively improve their quality so as to 
meet more satisfactorily the demands of 
the population for daily necessaries. 

In the field of light industry the construc- 
tion of the Sineuijoo Chemical Fibre Fac- 
tory with an annual capacity of 20,000 tons 
of staple fibre and the weaving shop with 
the floor space of over 15,000 square metres 
at the Hyesan Textile Mill was successful- 
ly pushed ahead in the first half of 1964. 

During the same period, planting reeds 
on Bidan Island was successfully carried 
out, creating over 1,000 jungbo of new reed 
fields, and the raw material bases of local 
industry were expanded by more than 
4,000 jungbo. 

Besides, 64 medium- and _ small-scale 
chemical factories were built or expanded 
with the aid of the central industrial enter- 
prises to serve the growth of light industry, 
and more than 390 kinds of chemical goods 
needed for light industry were produced. 


In the first half of 1964 an extensive 
struggle was waged in the textile industry 
to produce more beautiful and durable fab- 
rics and knit goods of many varieties, with 
the result that the qualitative structure of 
textiles was improved considerably. 


During the same period the share of 
twisted yarn fabrics in the total textile out- 
put increased by 5 per cent, and that of 
high-quality fabrics by 11 per cent compar- 
ed with the corresponding period of last 
year. 


In the first half of 1964 various high- 
quality items of daily use such as sewing- 
machines, bicycles and  gramophones, 
various daily necessaries made from vinyl 
cloride and resins, furniture, radios, watches 
and clocks and other cultural goods were 
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produced in larger quantities, and the 
quality of major items of subsidiary food- 
stuffs, such as soy, bean paste, and bean 
curds was further improved. 


In the first half of 1964 daily necessaries 
shops were set up extensively in the cent- 
tal industrial enterprises and the output 
rose rapidly; and the requirements of the 
population for consumer goods were more 
satisfactorily met. 

Compared with the corresponding period 
of last year the number of daily necessaries 
shops set up in the central industrial enter- 
prises increased by more than 150 and 
their output by 270 per cent. 

In the domain of local industry a persis- 
tent struggle was unfolded for imple- 
menting the instructions of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung given at the Changsung joint 
meeting, with the result that the local in- 
dustrial factories were technically equipped 
and firm raw material bases are now being 
created. 


In the period from the Changsung joint 
meeting (August 1962) to the end of June 
this year, the local industrial factories were 
supplied with new machines and equipment 
including more than 55,000 spindles and 
more than 1,800 power-driven looms and the 
material and technical foundations of local 
industry were further strengthened. 


In the field of fishing industry measures 
were taken to protect and increase the se- 
dentary species of fish in coastal waters of 
our country and the breeding of fresh-water 
fish and shallow sea cultivation were carri- 
ed on in a big way. 


2. DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


In agriculture socialist rural strongholds 
have been further consolidated and outstand- 
ing results attained in farming thanks to 
the aid of the working class and the devoted 
labour struggle of the co-op farmers who 


have risen up holding high the “Theses on 
the Socialist Agrarian Question in Our 
Country” of Comrade Kim I] Sung. 


The vigorous labour struggle of co-op 
farmers and the positive assistance rendered 
by factory and office workers and students 
who rose up in the “15-day Campaign for 
Rice-transplanting and Weeding” made _ it 
possible to ensure the rice-transplanting and 
weeding promptly and manuring and hoeing 
were well carried out. 


In the first half of 1964 state investments 
in capital construction in the domain oi 
agriculture accounted for 56 million won, a 
39-per cent growth as compared with the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 

In the first half of 1964, the existing irri- 
gation facilities were further replenished 
and their utility rate was raised to use water 
in a rational way; the construction of giant 
irrigation projects along with middle- and 
small-scale ones under way was_ actively 
pushed ahead. As a result, new headway was 
made in irrigation. 


During the same period, large-scale irriga- 
tion projects including the irrigation project 
in the Aprok River area with a capacity of 
watering 89,000 jungbo of land and one in 
the Singe area with a capacity of watering 
over 12,000 jungbo of land were successful- 
ly carried on and the four-stage Wongyo 
Pumping Station which lifts up water 200 
metres, the Sahyun Pumping Station and 
many other small- and middle-sized irriga- 
tion systems watered the fields. 


Thus in the first half of the year workers 
in the field of construction, co-op farmers 
and the entire working people built through- 
out the country 1,385 irrigation projects in- 
cluding 105 reservoirs and 1,072 pumping 
Stations. As a result, over 60,000 jungbo of 
paddy and non-paddy fields were brought 
under irrigation, over 470 river improvement 
Projects including the Soonhwa and Chung- 
chun Rivers carried out, a total of 920 km 
of river and tidal embankments to protect 


over 70,000 jungbo of farm land from flood 
and tides erected. 


In the first half of 1964 mechanisation, 
electrification and cheniicalisation of agricul- 
ture were iurther expedited. 


During this period tractors, trucks and 
great quantities of farming machines -- 
sowing machines, weeders and others — 
were supplied to the countryside. 


By June this year, the number of tractors 
(in terms of 15 h.p.) and trucks in the doma- 
in of agriculture reached 19,000 and 2,900 
respectively and many other kinds of farm 
machines were employed in farm work. 

With the consolidation of the farm ma- 
chine repair facilities the operation rate of 
tractors rose by 2 per cent as against the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 


Compared with the first half of 1963 the 
volume of work done by tractors by June 
this year increased as follows:

New successes have heen registered in the 
electrification of agriculture. 


As of April 1, 1964 electricity found its 
way to 94.7 per cent of the entire ri and 79 
per cent of the entire farm households of 
our country. 


In the first half of 1964 over 600 km 
transmission and_ distribution lines were 
installed, 75 substations were built or ex- 
panded. Power supply to the countryside 
reached 280 million kwh, showing an 8 per 
cent growth as against the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 

In the first half of 1964, for accelerating 
chemicalisation of agriculture a _ large 
amount of chemical fertilizers and  agri- 
cultural chemicals was supplied and for soil 
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amelioration hundreds of thousand tons cf 
slag, carbide ash and slaked lime were 
supplied at state expenses. 


In the first half of 1964 a series of mea- 
sures were taken in the domain of agricul- 
ture to decisively boost grain production. 

In accordance with the Party policy of 
improving the qualitative struclure of grain, 
over 60,000 jungbo of new paddy fields 
were secured before the farming season set 
in, with the result that, compared with the 
corresponding period oi the previous year, 
the rice-transplanted area grew by 10 per 
cent and the proportion shared by rice in 
the total areas under grain grew from 28.5 
per cent last year to 3i.7 per cent. 


In the first half of 1964 double-crop and 
mixed-crop cultivations were widely practis- 
ed. 


In the first half of 1964 great 
were achieved in stock-farming. 


The foundations of the state-run animal 
husbandry and the joint stock-breeding of 
the cooperative farms were further consoli- 
dated; and head of domestic animals raised 
on the sideline by the co-op farmers 
increased considerably. As a_ result,

head of domestic animals by the end of 
June 1964 increased as follows:

3. DEVELOPMENT OF TRANSPORT AND 
COMMUNICATIONS 


In the first half of 1964 in the field of 
transport, the revolutionary discipline was 
further strengthened, the technical equip- 
ment of the transport means improved, and 
its utility rate enhanced, with the result 
that the growing demands of all branches 
of the national economy for transportation 
was fully met. 


Compared with the first half of the previ- 
ous year, the freight turnover grew as fol-

In the first half of 1964 the electrification 
of railways and the laying of new lines 
were successfully pushed ahead, 

During the samic period the electrification 
of the 224-km long Pyongyang-Sineuijoo 
line entered the final stage and the electri- 
fication of the Pyongyang-Sinsungchun 
line and the laying of the new Chungjin- 
Rajin line were successfully carried on. 

During the same period, average daily 
run of locomotives rose by 2 per cent, aver- 
age traclion tonnage of goods trains by ! 
per cent, and the level of mechanisation 
of loading and unloading operations by 13 
per cent. 

In the field of communications, the com- 
munication network was more rationally 
improved and expanded, and the network 
of direct telephone lines connecting the 
Centre and major industrial enterprises 
and that of telephone lines connecting 
the counties were expanded. 

Compared with the corresponding period 


of the previous year, the volume of commu- 
nication services increased by 20 per cent, 
the total length of long distance telegraph 
and telephone circuits by 7 per cent, the 
number of urban telephone subscribers by 
6 per cent, the number of through-wire 
radio sets by 13 per cent, and the:r power 
by 25 per cent. 


4, COLLECTIVE TECHNICAL 
INNOVATION AND THE STRINGENT 
SYSTEM OF ECONOMY 


The working people of our country have 
steadily developed and intensified the Chul- 
lima work-team movement, waging on a 
big scale the collective technical innovation 
movement for producing more with the 
Jabour power and equipment on hand. 

By the end of June 1964, more than 19,000 
work-teams with 691,000 members out of 
the total workers, office-employees and co-op 
farmers in the Chullima work-team move- 
ment, have won the title of the Chullima 
work-team, 233 of which won the title of 
twice Chullima. 

Creative co-operation between scientists 
and technicians and workers has been fur- 
ther strengthened, and the level of technique 
and skill of the working people raised. As a 
result, singular successes were noted in the 
development of science and technique. 

In the first half of 1964, 36,000 inventions 
and rationalisation ideas were introduced in 
production in the fields of industry, construc- 
tion, and transport. 

The technical innovation movement was 
developed on a big scale and the labour 
administration work improved as a whole, 
all this resulting in enhancing markedly 
the work-efficiency. 

In the first half of 1964, the output 
value per employee in the field of industry 
rose by 14 per cent and the assembling 
work value per employee in the field of 
Capital construction by 13 per cent respec- 


tively compared with the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 

In all fields of the national economy a 
mass movement was waged to value and 
economize the property of the state and the 
people in every way and better manage 
life of the nation. 

Compared with the corresponding period 
of the previous year, the consumption of 
electricity per ton of caustic soda was re- 
duced by 12.6 per cent, per ton of vinalon 
by 17.5 per cent, the consumption of coke 
per ton of pig iron shrank by 4.8 per cent, 
and that of coal per ton of granulated iron 
hy 5 per cent. 

With the rise in work efficiency and an 
intensified economy struggle, the cost of 
industrial products in the first half year 
was lowered by 3.3 per cent as against 
the corresponding period of the previdus 
year. 


5. THE RISE IN THE MATERIAL AND 
CULTURAL STANDARDS OF THE 
PEOPLE 


In the first half of 1964 the material and 
cultural standards of the people further im- 
proved on the basis of the achievements 
made in all branches’ of the national eco- 
nomy. 

In comparison with the corresponding 
period of the previous year, the average 
wages per employee increased to 104 per 
cent and the income per factory and office 
worker's household to 107 per cent. 

During the same period, output of con- 
sumer goods was expanded on a large 
scale, and the purchasing power of the 
people rose, with the result that the volume 
of commodity circulation increased rapidly. 

Compared with the corresponding period 
of 1963, the retail turnover in the first half 
of 1964 increased by 17 per cent. 

During the same period, items of daily 
use including better-quality ready-made 
clothes, underwear, bags, clocks, radios, 
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sewing-machines as well as edible oils, 
soy, bean paste, marine products, bean 
curds, vegetables and other subsidiary food- 
stuffs were supplied in larger quantities. 
The following figures show the increase 
in the supply of major consumer goods in 
the first half of 1964 as against the corres- 
ponding period of the previous year:

In the first half of 1964, new dwelling 
houses with a total floor space of 410,000 
Square metres were allocated to workers, 
oifice employees and co-op farmers. 

A great stride was made in the fields of 
education and public health. 

In the first half of 1964, 230,000 universi- 
ty, college, higher technical school and 
technical school graduates went to work in 
all fields of the national economy. 

The Party’s line of developing various 
forms of education enabling the students 
to study without leaving the job, in addi- 
tion to the regular schooling, was carried 
out thoroughly. As a result, the number of 
graduates from such schools accounted for 
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25 per cent of the total school graduates in 
the country. 

In the first half of 1964, 55 technicai 
schools and higher technical schools were 
set up, in addition to those existing ones, 
to train in more larger quantities techni- 
cians, specialists and skilled workers need- 
ed in the field of agriculture. 

In the first half of 1964, as in the previ- 
ous years, the Party and Government sup- 
plied summer uniforms to 2,240,000 students 
of all schools from primary school to col- 
lege, at huge expense of the state. 

In the first half year, the Party and Gov- 
ernment again remitted 302,400,000 won 
(in Japanese currency) of education fees 
and stipends for the democratic national 
education of the sons and daughters of the 
Korean nationals in Japan, the sum, total oi 
remittance so far made amounting to 
3,200,000,000 won. 

In the first half of 1964, the total number 
of theatres and cinemas increased by 8 
per cent, and 8 feature films and 82 docu- 
mentary and scientific films were produced. 

Public health and Sanitary facilities, too, 
were expanded and therapeutical and pro- 
phylactic measures were further improved. 

Compared with the corresponding period 
of 1963, the number of hospitals and clinics 
increased by 3 per cent and that of beds 
by 6 per cent. 

For the protection of children and the 
convenience of their mothers, the network 
of kindergartens and nurseries was ex- 
panded. As a result, by the end of June 
1964, the number of kindergartens increased 
by 3 per cent, that of nurseries by 4 per 
cent as compared with the corresponding 
period of the previous year and the num- 
ber of children who are embraced in them 
reached 1,500,000.

Expresses its full support to the struggle 
of the Korean people for unifying their 
country peacefully by the Korean people 
themselves without outside interference. 


The struggle of the Korean people to 
unify their country is a just one, and it is 
enjoying full support of the entire New 
Emerging Forces, the Indonesian people in- 
cluded. No force is strong enough to frus- 
trate the sacred struggle of the Korean 
people. 


This struggle is in full accord with the 
principles put forward by the Bandung 
Conference and the Higher-level Meeting 
of the 2nd Afro-Asian Conference (the Pre- 
paratory Meeting for the 2nd Bandung Con- 
ference). 

The main bottleneck to the peaceful set- 
tlement of the Korean question is the occu- 
pation of South Korea. by the U.S. troops. 
The U.S. imperialists have converted South 
Korea into an aggressive military base. 

This fact was proved by the June 25, 
1950 aggression against the northern part, 
which killed hundreds of thousands of the 
innocent Korean people and devastated an 
immeasurable amount of the wealth of the 
Korean people. 

The U.S. imperialists and their allies that 
committed aggression in the name of the 


U.N. had no alternative but to sign the 
armistice agreement in Panmunjom on 
July 27, 1953, having suffered a crushing 
blov. at the hands of the Korean people 
uniied as one and holding arms under the 
leadership of Premier Kim I] Sung, assist- 
ed by the Chinese People’s Volunteers, and 
supported by the people of the whole world 
including the Indonesian people. 


The way to a peaceful solution of the Ko- 
rean question should have been opened up 
with the conclusion of the Panmunjcom 
Agreement. However, the U.S. imperialists 
have continuously staged provocaticns in 
direct opposition to the provisions of the 
Panmunjom Agreement, shipped in a big 
way into South Korea nuclear weapons and 
rockets, made the Korean people the cbjects 
in nuclear weapon tests, rebuilt aerodromes 
and harbours to suit war purposes, and 
trained and equipped the army of the Pak 
Jung Hi regime, 600,000 strong. 


Besides these, the U.S. imperialists are 
scheming to set up NEATO (Northeast 
Asian Treaty Organization) together with 
the ruling reactionary reginie of South Ko- 
rea and the Japanese militarists. Like NATO 
and SEATO this new military alliance will 
also run counter to the interests of the peo- 
ples of the countries concerned; it will only 
aggravate the siluation in these areas. Pre- 
cisely for this reason, the Korean and Ja- 
panese peoples held huge demonstrations 
against the talks between the reactionary 
governments of Japan and South Korea 
scheming to set up the projected alliance. 


Despite the strong opposition of the entire 
peoples of Korea and Japan who enjoy the 
support of the progressive-minded peop!e 
of the whole world, the reactionary circies 
are continuing the talks quietly. 


South Korea turned into an aggressive 
military base with a government of U.S. 
Puppets constitutes a menace not only to 
its neighbouring countries but also to the 


countries in Southeast Asia. 


The South Korean government has ex- 
pressed its willingness to help the South 
Vietnamese regime that is warring with the 
Vietnamese people, openly rendered aid to 
the rioters of “the revolutionary government 
of the Indonesian Republic’ (Prri—the 
rebellious clique in Sumatra in 1958) and 
Permesta (rebellious clique in Slawesie in 
1958). And it did everything in its power to 
wreck GANEFO, and recently announced its 
support to the puppet state “Malaysia.” 


The Pak Jung Hi regime has sent two 
men-of-war to take part in the joint mili- 
tary manoeuvres with the “Malaysian” naval 
forces. Moreover, the South Korean regime 
has dispatched its special envoy to Abdul 
Raliman. All this speaks of only one thing: 
The South Korean regime is openly siding 
with “Malaysia” and is rendering help to 
it; and, by so doing, it is placing itself on 
the position of the enemy of the Indonesian 
people. 


At present, the American army 250,000 
strong with the 7th Fleet as its core has 
completed all preparations for invading 
Southeast Asia. Therefore, all Asian peo- 
ples, the Korean and Indonesian people in- 
cluded, must condemn these arrogant ag- 
gressors, unite and oppose the U.S. aggres- 
sive troops, and drive them out from Asia. 

The U.S. imperialists will be destined to 
the same lot in Laos and in South Viet- 
nam as in Korea, because the Laotian and 
South Vietnamese peoples are also doubl- 
ing their fists and hitting them hard. 


Now, it is clear all the more that the 
Indonesian and Korean peoples face one 
and the same enemy. That is why the strug- 
gle of the Indonesian and Korean peoples 
is aiding each other. The support of the 
Korean people to the Indonesian people’s 
fight for liberating West Irian, for GANEFO, 
and for frustrating “Malaysia” is equal to 
that of the Indonesian people to the Korean 
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people who are struggling for unifying their 
country peacefully. The Bandung = spirit 
and the spirit of Afro-Asian unity are 
illustrating the mutual assistance between 


the Korean and Indonesian peoples. 
We appeal to the entire Indonesian peo- 
ple to unfold a solidarity movement for 


helping the righteous struggle of the Ko- 
rean people for unifying their country

We demand the immediate withdrawal ol 
the U.S. army from South Korea and the 
dispersion of its military bases in South 
Korea, an absolute prerequisite to the peace- 
ful solution of the Korean question by the 
Korean people themselves.
